Washington, Oct. 21.—Germany is drawing heavily upon other 


parts of the western front for reinforcements to check the Americans 
north of Verdun. General Pershing's communique for Sunday says 
during the heavy fighting of the past week a constantly .increasing 
number of German divisions have heen brought up and are bitterly 
contesting every foot of ground.. The communique follows: 


"Headquarters American Expeditionary Forces, Oct. 20.— 


West of the Meuse our troops have continued their pressure on the 
enemy. . East of Bantheville in the course of local Ighting in the Bois 
des Bappes they captured over 100 prisoners. On the entire front f 
north of Verdun, there has heen heavy artillery and machine-gun fire. 
Severe counter-attacks have been thrown back with heavy losses to 
the enemy. 
"During the heavy fighting of the past week, north of Verdun, 


we have drawn from other parts of the western front a con-j 
stantly increasing number of German divisions which are bitterly con- 
testing every foot against our strong attacks in order to secure the re- 
treat- of the-German army, the position of which .has been com- 
promised by the attacks from-the south and west."

Ohio railroad blowing up at the cross- 
ing of the Norfolk and Western rail- 
road, four miles east of Columbus, Sun- 
day afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock, 
two 
Kewark men, Engineer Henry A. Hall 
of Curtis avenue and Fireman Harry E. 
Darsham of Bolen avenue, lost their 
lives, both probably 
being instantly 
killed. 


The train with Engineer Hall at the 


throttle left the .stock yards at Cincin- 
nati. Sunday morning about 1 o'clock 
and was proceeding to this city. The 
engine'was drawing ten cars of freight 
and another engine was pushing the 
load from the rear. 
As the engine 
started to cross the X. and W. tracks 
the explosion occurred. 
The tender of the'engine is said to 


have been thrown ahead of the engine 
for a half a block. The brass number 
plate on the front of the engine was 
hurled a distance of three squares. The! 
train at the time is said to have been • 
traveling at the rate of between 25 and 
40 miles an hour. 


When the first engine slopped Iw- 
causc of the explosion tho one at the 
rear pushed the cars between I hem in- 
to a heap. The cars wore loaded with 
wheat, tailed cotton, scrap iron, broom 
corn and general merchandise, and all 
wore wrecked and the contents scat- 
tered along the track. After wrecking 
crews from this city and Columbus 
had partially dearoil up tho debris. En- 
gineer Hall's l>ody was found under the 
car of wheat. 
His death must have

During the expedition the American machines met and van- 


quished several enemy formations of 35 and 40 airplanes each. 
Among the Americans who brought down German machines Fri- 
day, are the following: 


Lieutenant Albert Weatherhead, Cleveland, 0.;. Lieutenant 


Wier Cook, Mnncie, Ind.; Lieutenant Dickinson Estee, Philadel- 
phia, and Lieutenant Charles Dolive, Chicago—one each. 


Lieutenant Wright and Lieutenant Harding downed another 


enemy machine between them, while Captain Charles Biddle, And- 
alusia, Pa.; Lieutenant William A. Stoval, Stoval, Miss., and Lieu- 
tenant Walter. Evers, Columbus, O., brought down another. 


On the opening day of the Meuse-Argonne offensive, American 


aviators brought down 19 German machines, but 16 American air- 
planes were either lost or damaged. On Friday only one American 
machine was forced to land. That was the one piloted by Lieuten- 
ant McDermott, and he landed near BrieuUes. -His machine was 
brought in Saturday by infantrymen.

THE TRUTH IN GERMANY. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


German's condition has teen hope- 
less for many months, but every effort 
was made, and with considerable suc- 
cess, to pi event, the people from realiz- 
ing the truth: and not realizing it. they 
went on with the war, confident for a 
while, and then hopeful, of the long- 
promised and long-deferred victory. 
But even the chauvinistic newspapers 


are now admitting the truth with little 
or no attempt to soften it. Germany is 
beaten, and the German papers, even 
of the firs-eating variety, tell the Ger- 
man people the fact. 
A few weeks 


ago we quoted from a highly significant 
article in the Groessere Deutschland, 
one of the most active of the Pan-Ger- 
man organs. 
It was perfectly appar- 
ent, and must have been to its readers, 
that the paper knew Germany to be 
beaten and in a position where it must 
take peace on such terms as were of- 
fered. But it did not in express terms 
admit hopeless defeat. 


Much has happened since that article 
was published, and the German press is 
getting franker. 
The Rhenish West- 


phalian Zeitung has shown 
clearly 
enough recently that it had no hope of 
saving 
anything from the German 


wreck. 
Still more outspoken is the 


Kreuz Zeitung. Pan-German and chau- 
vinist, which quite recently was cher- 
shing dreams of German's brilliant fu- 
ture in the Orient. Otto Hoessch writes 
:n that paper: 


Germany has lost the war. Our luck 
las turned. 
While the soil of the 
Fatherland hasn't been touched, the 
war decidedly has turned against us. 
A reorganization of the Balkans must 
ye made without us. . . . Our influence 
lereafter will be lost in Turkey because 
of Allenby's victorious campaign. This 
does not signify the end of Turkey, but 
t does signify the end of the German 
x>licy in Constantinople, and the end of 
he Berlin to Bagdad Railway, which 
was one of the pillars in Germany's 
world policy. 
*

are, they will be submitted to by the 
erman people, whose imperialist and 
militarist papers admit that everything 
s lost. They cannot even qualify this 
>y saying all is lost save honor., fo_- 
icnor was the very first thing Germanv 
ost.

THE TRENCH SHOTGUN. 


(New York Sun.) \ 
The main untruth in the German pro- 
est against the use of the shotgun is 
he statement that "the use of such 
•capons is forbidden by The Hague 
onvention as causing unnecessary suf- 
ering." The Hague convention forbids 
he use of weapons which cause unriec- 
ssary suffering, but this arm is not 
mong them. The trench shotgun does 
ot shoot the fine shot usually associat- 
d with fowling pieces. The shells are 
oaded with nine round bullets of the 
argest buckshot size. Their diameter 
s about that of a 32-caliber bullet. At 
0 yards one of these pellets will go 
hrough a pine board two inches thick 
r a German skull of average thick- 
ess. The weapon is not a toy. It is 
ntended to kill or to stop, but it is no 
more cruel than any other weapon of 
war. It is. in effect, a. small machine 


un that fires nine bullets at each ex- 
losion. These are so scattered that 
nless the range was very close .almost 
and-to-hand, not more than one bul- 
et would reach the oncoming German.

Willis, as governor or man, ever con- 
demned the horrible atrocities com- 
mitted on ths helpless and harmless 
Inhabitant of Belgium, France, Po- 
land, Serbia and Italy, which were 
often too gross fer public mention, 
it has escaped my attention. If he 
ever expressed approval of the pres- 
ident or of congress, I never heard 
Of It 


"I do not say Mr. Willis Is not 


loyal and patriotic, according to his 
lights. I have no doubt he Is. But 
his lights are dim and badly adjusted. 
Ha does not perceive the bearing 
and significance of what he does see. 
But I do say. and I would say it if 
he were the Democratic Instead of 
the Republican candidate for gover- 
nor, that it would be most unwise to 
choose him fer Ohio's leader in. the 
war."

IS LIFTED IN BOSTON 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS TW.EOBAM! 


Columbus, Oct. 21.—Because of the 


Spanish influenza epidemic and quaran- 
tine. Governor Cox today called off the 
"'win-the-war-for-perntanent-peace con- 
vention," which was to have been held 
here Thursday under the auspices of the 
League to Enforce Peace. Before can- 
celling the meeting the governor com- 
municated by telephone with former 
President William H. Taft, executive of- 
ficer of the national organization, who 
agreed that under present conditions 
the meeting should not be held. 


"All 
things must be subordinated now 


to the public health," Governor Cox said 
in discussing the situation. 
"Such a 


menace has developed to our man power 
and our industrial efficiency that the 
pressing task which we must dedicate 
ourselves to for the moment is the bring- 
ing to an end the epidemic at the earl- 
iest possible hour." 


The meeting was to have had for its 


purpose the elaboration of the organi- 
zation within the state and to obtain an 
expression of the ruling thought of the 
people on the subject of paece. Com- 
menting upon the subject the governor 
said: 


'If the guilty powers of Prussia, are to 


go unpunished now, then every code, 
every precaution, everything that hu 
man experience and the_ best impulses 
of man^have made, possible during the 
centuries is cast, aside. TU must be 
made plain that the 'wrath of God' pos- 
sessing the heart of civilized man, no 
matter what fcloqd courses through his 
veins, is to descend upon the guilty— 
not in a vengeful spirit, but as a plain 
duty to this generation and those that 
follow."

WOOD WON BY HUNS

With the American Army, Northwest 


of 
Verdun, Oct. 21.—(Noon)—Fierce 


fighting took place today in the Bois 
de Rappes, on the western end of the 
American line. In the face of terrific 
machine gun fire the Americans were 
forced to fall back. Later they counter- 
attacked and regained the part of the 
wood that had been lost. 
The American artillery continues to 


pound heavily German positions just to 
the north of the wood. 


Immediately west of the Meuse the 
Americans consolidated their positions 
overnight, notwithstanding the activity 
of German guns of various calibres.

Auditors Report Shows Econ-

Under COL 


Columbus, O.—(Special.)—How the 


state , finances have stood for the 
past five years Is shown In the report 
of state revenues and disbursements 
of each fiscal year from Nov. 15,1913, 
to July 1, 1918. It is interesting to 
note that in 1913 and 1914, as well 
as in 1918, the state treasury shows 
an excess of receipts over disburse- 
ments, while in 1915. 1916 and 1917 
the disbursements exceeded the re- 
ceipts. 


In 1913 total receipts during the 


fiscal year, all funds, were $15,578,- 
471.60; 
total disbursements were 


$14,707,624.46, making an excess of 
receipts ot S870.S47.14. In 1914, re- 
ceipts were $20,544,639.16; disburse, 
ments, $18,345,251.65, an excess in re- 
ceipts of 12,199,287.50. These were 
the years of Governor Cox's first ad- 
ministration. 


In 1915, Governor Willis' first year, 


receipts in total were $11,541,588.44; 
disbursements $11,886,009.06, making 
an excess in disbursements of $344,- 
420.22. The 1915 report covers only 
seven and a half months, due to the 
change of the end of the fiscal year 
from Nov. 15 to June 30. In 1916. 
Willis' second year, receipts were 
$19,176,760.29; 
disbursements 
$19,- 


695,902.33, an excess in disburse- 
ments ot $520,142.04. The next year, 
which ended" fiscally in the middle of 
this.'first year of Governor Cox's sec- 
ond .term, an excess in disbursements 
of $382,394.05 was recorded. The'fis- 
cal year ending June 30, this year, 
however, shows an excess in receipts 
amounting to $870,226.91.

DEATH OF DAN GANEY 


Away back in the history of the advertising business, 
some twenty years ago, there used to be a common slogan 
employed by unthinking manufacturers, which was illogi- 
cal, erroneous and misleading, yet it was popular. This slo- 
gan was—"THE BEST BECAUSE IT IS THE CHEAP- 
EST." 


There Isn't any premise upon which one might predicate 
a conclusion that anything it best because it costs 
the 
least; in fact it is more logical to presume that the thing 
which costs the most must be most desirable. 


Today the national advertiser who is successful gives two 
very great considerations to his business before marketing 
an article, and the first of these is the quality which he pro-' 
poses to furnish the prospective buyers. 


In other words he is conscientiously endeavoring to give 


the consumers the very best that any one can possibly give 
them. 


His second consideration and the one to which he gives 


very serious thought is—what price must he charge the 
public for the article. The price must not be too much nor 
yet must it be too little, and until he arrives at the proper 
margin upon which to figure fair profits he is not ready to 
advertise to the public. 


Advertising is really an insurance to the consumer as to 
price. 


Advertising is the one force in commerce and trade to- 
day which more nearly guarantees to the people a fair 
price on consumer exchange with the assurance that the 
price is standardized in a way that there will be no fluctu- 
ation. 


Never has this been so practically demonstrated in the 
history of business than it has been during the past two 
years when there has been an emphatic tendency to raise 
prices for articles of food, clothing or means of shelter. 


While we know that unusual conditions make a great 
scarcity in raw materials ,fAff*the manufacture of 
many 
goods, yet it would seem at-tfmes that there is an unreas- 
onable increase in prices for some of the necessities of life. 
Now just at this time those articles which have been ad- 
vertised for years at standard prices remain either at that 
standard at the present time or so very nearly this amount 
that there is little or no difference in the price to the con- 
sumer. 


The problem which confronts the advertising business at 
all times is to make known to the general public that there 
is something which can be purchased which is essentially 
needed and which can be secured at a fair price to the 
buyer. 


Custom has established that there are some things Which 


we must of necessity h-ive, and which, therefore, do not 
require the same amount of publicity or selling force. 


For example, we must all v, car shoes and it has been ac* 


cepted by the manufacturers of this particular commodity 
that "shoes are shoes" and that the average buyer of shoes 
visits his merchant intending to pay a certain amount for 
shoes without much if any thought to the particular make 
or trade mark of the shoe. 


There are a few exceptions to this. 
Now, 
therefore, when a scarcity of leather and other ma- 


terials necessary in the manufacture of shoes was exper- 
ienced within the last couple of years, the price of shoes 
immediately soared to a figure that in many instances is 
well night prohibitive to the ordinary buyer. 


It is logical to presume that had all shoe manufacturers 


advertised to the public in the last fifteen years, this ad- 
vertising for business would have necessarily established 
the lowest possible price for shoes. It would probably have 
standardized a price on all grades of shoes because price la 
one of the greatest features of competition in advertised ar- 
ticles, as is evidenced b> breakfast food, hosiery, food pro- 


ducts of all kinds, such as catsup, canned goods, olives and 
the like. 


As a consequence, when the price of shoes was arbitrar- 


ily advanced, these prices were established without thought 
in regard to the price that the competitor would advertise. 
It was a case of "shoes are shoes." 


People will have to wear shoes and will have to pay what- 
ever price is demanded for them. 


Let us presume, on the other hand, that there is a manu- 


facturer who has for years advertised an article, say,' at 16c 
Normal conditions of manufacture make it possible for him 
to produce this article and offer it to the consumer at 15c. 
It has been so advertised and the consumer agrees that it 
is worth loc, but we will suppose that conditions which af- 
fected shoes will now affect the manufacture of the 15c 
article to a point where he must charge 60c instead of 15c 


The consumer has been trained to believe that the article 


is worth 15c and because1 through this advertsied training 
he is conscious that it is worth 15c he refuses to pay 60c. 
The manufacturer automatically goes out of business and 
the consumer is the loser, but yet the advertising has pro- 
tected the consumer because the price has been advertised 
to him. 


He has been educated as to the buying power of his dollar 
and the trade has been universally benefitted.
